27.  Any  person,  male  or  female,  who  is  the  sole 
head  of  a family,  or  any  male  who  has  attained  the 
age  of  eighteen  years,  shall,  on  making  application  in 
the  form  A in  the  schedule  to  this  Act,  be  entitled  to 
obtain  homestead  entry  for  any  quantity  of  land  not 
exceeding  one  quarter  section,  and  being  of  the  class 
of  land  open,  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  to 
homestead  entry. 

2.  Such  person  shall  also,  in  connection  with  such 
homestead  entry,  be  entitled  to  the  privilege  of  ob- 
taining at  the  same  time,  but  not  at  a later  date,  a 
pre-emption  entry  for  an  adjoining  unoccupied  quarter 
section,  or  part  of  a quarter  section,  of  land  of  the 
said  class. 

3.  The  entry  for  a homestead  and  for  its  attached 
pre-emption,  if  any,  shall  entitle  the  recipient  to  take 
occupy  and  cultivate  the  land  entered  for,  and  hold 
possession  of  the  same  to  the  exclusion  of  any  other 
person  or  persons  whomsoever,  and  to  bring  and  main- 
tain actions  for  trespass  committed  on  the  said  land ;

1.  That  the  new  series  sha-1  be  introduced  in  all 
Schools  organized  after  this  date. 

“■ . I k/R  the  Ic;  chcr  of  each  School,  having  first 
obtained  the  writ  en  approval  of  his  Trustees,  shall 
gradually  introt, i ce  the  new  series  as  opportunities 
occur. 


3.  That  after  30th  June,  1885,  the  new  series  shall 
alone  he  used,  and  the  old  series  shall  cease  to  be 
authorized.
